A PENNY SCRAPED IS A PENNY EARNED 


For as long as governments have issued money, people have managed to 
counterfeit, steal or find some way to misuse it. Medieval England certainly 
wasn’t immune to these problems, but the King of England found a rather 
clever way to discourage at least one type of fraud. 


In medieval England, the value of coins came not from the government’s 
backing, but from the precious metal they contained. If a coin had less than 
its proper amount of silver, its value was reduced. This fact led to a practice 
called ‘clipping.’ Unscrupulous people clipped little bits of silver from their 
coins - and as the clippings gradually accumulated, the clipper turned a tidy 
profit. 


Clipping was made all the more easy by the type of coins produced in that 
day and age From the 9th ccentury on, the standard reverse design for all 
Englishcoins was a small cross. Since the cross didn’t extend to the edge of 
the coin, the coin’s boundaries were not readily apparent. Coins didn’t have 
clearly defined edges at that time because they were all struck by hand. Their 
shapes were consistently irregular. That made clipping harder to detect. And 
despite severe penalties to anyone caught at it, clipping grew in popularity. 


By the middle of the 13th century, the problem had reached epic proportions. 
Looking for a remedy, King Henry III ordered a change in the design of the 
coins. In 1247, new coins were issued showing a large cross with arms 
extending to the edge of the coin. With the new coins came a royal edict: if 
any part of the cross was absent from a coin, it would no longer be legal 
tender. The problem was solved, and a minor change in design put thousands 
of nefarious silver-savers out of business. Never again would clipping 
represent a major threat to the integrity of British Coins.

THE ROOSEVELT DIME 
BY JAMES TAYLOR 


The Roosevelt dime we carry in our pockets is linked directly to the fight 
against one of the most feared diseases of his century-polio. 


Then Franklin Roosevelt died suddenly in 1945, there were immediate calls to 
honor him on one of our coins. FDR had been elected President four times, 
had helped pull the nation out of its worst depression, and had successfully 
led the alliance against the military machines of Hitler, Mussolini and Tojo. 


The dime was certainly the most appropriate coin for honoring Roosevelt. 
Why? Well, that’s where the fight against polio enters the story. 


Roosevelt suffered from Polio - a disease that mainly afflicted infants and ~ 
young children, but which he contracted as an adult. Polio is a disease that 
suddenly stnkes the spinal chord, causing, in its most acute form, paralysis of 
various muscles and permanent deformities. It reached near-epidemic 
proportions in the United States during the first half of this century, with 
more than 33,000 cases occurring in 1950 alone. 


In 1918, Roosevelt served as national chairman of the first March of Dimes, 
the annual fund-raising effort to find a cure for polio. School-aged children 
and their parents were urged by the President to donate their dimes to the 
cause. If you’re old enough, you might remember inserting the dimes into 
cardboard holders collected at schools across the country. 


When the coin honoring Roosevelt was being prepared, its design was rushed 
to coincide both with Roosevelt’s birthday, January 30th, and the launching 
of the 1946 March of Dimes campaign. 


What impact did all those dimes make? Enough that exactly 10 years to the 
day after Roosevelt’s death, a vaccine developed by Dr. Jonas Salk was 
introduced to a relieved public.

THE THREE-CENT PIECE

Wouldn’t it be nice to buy a stamp with a simyle com, imstead of the 


combunations necessary in today’s world? 


This article is about the silver three-cent com created just to pay lor postage! 
It was on March 3rd in 1851 that Congress authorized the Mint to strike the 
smallest-sized coin it ever made. These coms were so small and prone to 
tamish that they soon eamed the nickname “fish scales’ It would take seven 
of those little silver three-cent coms to equal the weight of a modem quarter! 


The first three-cent coins were made from 75 percent silver. Later, they were 
struck in 90 percent pure silver. A six-pointed star and a shield appeared on 
the front of the com-a Roman numeral three within a large “C”. (The °C’ 
stood for cents.) 


Because silver was scarce during the Civil War, the silver three-cent coin was 
slowly phased out. It was replaced by a coin of the same value made ot 
copper and nickel. Collectors call that coin a three-cent nickel because of its 
metallic content. It was produced for 25 years, starting in 1865 It depicted 
Miss Liberty on the front side, was about the size of our Lincoln penny and 
resembled today’s Jefferson nickel in color 


Both the silver and the copper-nickel Uiree-cent coms were often struck 
poorly, so not all the design detail showed clearly on the coin 


The three-cent coi isn’t the only odd coi in ULS. history. The mint has also 
made coins worth a half cent, two cents and 20 cents. And the old large cents 
were almost as big as today’s half dollar, even though they were worth only 
one cent!

NEEDED: A $1 COIN 


The U.S. Government could save nearly a billion dollars a year - if Americans would just 
carry a $1 coin instead of a $1 bill. 


How could we save so much money? Easy --- a coin lasts more than 30 years, while 
paper dollar bills must be reprinted every 18 months. The Treasury Department estimates 
the cotton and flax $1 bill only lasts for about 400 transactions 


More money could be saved by mass transit agencies if we had a $1 coin. Each year, bus 
and subway agencies spend $125 million just to straighten out and count dollar bill 
Coins can be counted for a fracti of the cost, because this tedious task can be done by 
machines instead of human hands. 


Vending machiries that accept dollar bills cost more to manufacture - about $400-$500 
more. These increased costs must be passed on to customers. So, the old dollar bill 
indirectly raises the costs of candy, soft drinks, or anything sold from a vending machine. 


Since 1980, Japan, England, Canada and most European countries have replaced their 
low-value bills with now high-value coins. 


Many people are afraid dollar coins would cause their pockets to sag. But fans of the 
dollar coins point out that when dollar bills are pulled from circulation, the rarely used $2. 
bill will become popular. And those who use coin laundries, long-term parking meters, 
and pay telephones won’t have to carry around a roll of quarters. 


A coalition of vendors, mass-transit agencies and balanced-budget advocates are urging 
Congress to introduce a new $1 coin. The coin they propose would be gold-colored and 
have a smooth edge - like a nickel 


SO, if we ever get that golden dollar coin, you'll know the reason why

TAX FREEDOM DAY

May 3rd is a Saturday, but you might also think of it as Tax Freedom Day. If 
you are an average American taxpayer, all the money you’ve eared since 
January | has gone to pay your taxes. Starting May 3rd, everything you ear 
for the rest of the year is yours to keep. And if all this tends to upset you a 
bit, you’re not alone...not now, nor long ago. 


Many years ago, in Coventry, England, a lone protester rode through the 
streets demonstrating against heavy taxes. The protest came about because of 
an unusual pact between two prominent citizens of Coventry-a husband and 
wife known for founding and endowing a nearby Benedictine monastery. 


It seems the woman pleaded with her husband to reduce the taxes under his 
control. We don’t know if her unusual offer was made seriously or in jest. 
No matter-he took her up on it. He would lower the taxes if she would nde 
naked through the streets. 


Before mounting her horse and taking off on her protest, she ordered the 
curious citizens to remain indoors and not look as she passed by, covered 
only by her long hair. There was only one report of anyone failing to go 
along with the order---a tailor, who was struck blind after sneaking a peek. 


Things haven’t changed much since Lady Godiva took her famous nde almost 
a thousand years ago. As long as there are taxes, there will be tax protesters 
and “Tax Freedom Days.” 


Many coin collectors have a Lady Godiva halfpenny, made in Coventry some 
200 years ago But unlike the original Lady, no restrictions have been placed 
on viewing these copper tokens. Any time a collector feels the urge, he can 
take out the half-dollar-sized token, gaze upon Lady Godiva on horseback 
and let his imagination run free. There’s no danger that he’ll suffer the same 
fate as the impulsive tailor - now remembered as “Peeping Tom”.

THE LAST POSTAL NOTES ARE ISSUED 


Today it’s easy to pay your bills, just as long as you have enough money! You can pay 
\ with a check, a credit card or a money order. Once in awhile, someone will even take 
‘cash! It’s all so easy, whether you are shopping around the corner, or around the world 
‘But that certainly wasn’t the case a hundred or more years ago 


During the 1800’s. sending money to a faraway relative or company was complicated, 
often risky. Before 1882, American hid paper money in letters sent through the mail but 
these letters were frequently lost or stolen. Each year, tens of thousands of letters were 
opened and then never delivered by unscrupulous postage employees hoping to find 
money in the envelopes.

Postal notes were immediately popular with the public. But after just 11 year, Congress - 
at the Post Office request - ordered the end of postal notes. Competing methods of safely 
delivering money had been developed and the Post Office costs were too high 


‘The end of the Postal Notes - on Jan. 30, 1894, sent collectors rushing to their local post 
Offices for extra samples to add to their collections and to trade. Today, the last design is 
the one you will find most often in collections.

Even though more than 70,000,000 postal notes were issued, fewer than a thousand 
Survived for modern collectors. The last postal notes were issued nearly a century ago, on 
June 30, 1894.

MORMON MONEY 


by H. Robert Campbell 


The ‘50th anniversary of the Mormon’s arrival at Utah's Great Salt Lake 
Valley wae celebrated on July 25rd. After being chased out of New York, 
Ohio, Missouri, and Illinois, the Mormons hoped they had finally found a 
site where they could prosper and live peacefully, while practicing their 
religion. 


Because the Mormons were so isolated, they faced a severe shortage of 
hard currency. Without coins, the Mormon economy could grow only 
slowly, and trade would be hindered greatly. Something had to be done, 
and quickly. 


In the meantime, while fighting in California during the war with Mexico, 
members of a battalion of Mormon soldiers stopped at Sutter's Mill on the 
American River...where they discovered gold. A year later, the discovery 
led to the California gold rush. As remnants of the Mormon battalion 
made its way slowly back to the Salt Lake Valley, they brought with them 
gold from the California mountains. It was this gold that was used to 
strike Mormon gold coins. 


In late 1848, the Deseret Mint began making four denominations of gold 
coins, all designed by Brigham Young and other Mormon leaders. The 
coins featured the Mormon motto - “Holiness to the Lord” - and the 
emblem of the church's priesthood, a three-pointed crown over the “all- 
seeing eye of Jehovah.” The reverse side had two clasped hands, 
representing friendship and strength in unity. 


The need for the newly minted coins was great- but their usefulness was 
short-lived. Within six years, a new branch of the US. Mint opened in San 
Francisco. And 15 years later, another mint at Carson City, Nevada, began 
making coins for the West. But for that brief time, during the great 
expansion of the Western frontier, Mormon gold coins were among the 
few coins circulating in the West.

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CAMPAIGN TOKENS 


Don’t throw away your Bush or Clinton or Perot buttons! They could be valuable some 
day 


Other than baseball and apple pie, few things are more American than our Presidential 
elections The spirit and excitement of the elections are captured forever on political 
medals and tokens 


Starting with the Washington election in 1788, people have produced tokens bearing 
likenesses of the President and Vice President, and their unsuccessful opponents. A 
subdivision of these so-called ‘politicals’ is the Presidential campaign medal--which first 
appeared during the second Presidential race between Andrew Jackson and John Quincy 
Adams. A brass token was released after Jackson’s re-election in 1832, proclaiming “The 
glorious victories of our hero in war and in peace.” 


The race between Abraham Lincoln and Stephen A. Douglas, just before the outbreak of 
the Civil War, was relatively close in popular votes, but not in electoral votes. The 
Republican Lincoln carried the North - while Douglas, the Democrat, captured the 
Southern vote. Medals from Lincoln’s campaign reiterate his stand against the spread of 
slavery; and promote him as “The Rail Splitter of the West.” A small medal issued for 
Douglas reads “Intervention is Disunion,” and includes the letters M.Y.O.B. ... short for 
“mind your own business.” t 


Gold versus silver was the main issue in the exciting election of 1896. Republican William 
McKinley favored a gold-based currency, while the Democratic candidate, William 
Jennings Bryan, argued for more silver coinage. A satirical aluminum medal of the 
campaign shows a goose with a donkey’s head and the inscriptions “United Snakes of 
America” and In Bryan We Trust” 
through the Courtesy of AN.A. Money Talks, 
written by Barbara Gregory, Editor of The Numismatist
